The Great Chicago Fire may 
have been the best thing that 
ever happened to Fort Wayne 
music lovers. 

That may sound strange, but 
consider this: one of the people 
who lost everything when the 
blaze leveled the Windy City on 
Oct. 9, 1871, was organ-maker 
Isaac T. Packard. 

Legend has it that Packard 
boarded the next train east and 
told the conductor to let him off 
when his money ran out. Pack- 
ard got as far as Fort Wayne, 
where he started the Fort Wayne 
Organ Co. on Nov. 20, 1871. The 
Fort Wayne Organ Co. in 1899 
changed its name to the Packard 
Piano Co., which, judging by the 
number of inquiries received by 
the Allen County Library, may 


just be Fort Wayne’s most 


fondly remembered industry of 
them all. 

The Fort Wayne Organ Co. set 
up shop on Fairfield Avenue and 
began manufacturing “organs 
which are the most beautiful, at- 
tractive and simple in construc- 


_ tion of any organ ever offered,” 


according to a story in the Fort 
Wayne Gazette in March, 1881. 
The newspaper reported that 
the locally built instruments 
possessed a clear, brilliant and 
sweet tone and were especially 
popular among missionaries. 

So popular were the Packard- 
built reed organs that England’s 
Queen Victoria supposedly pur- 
chased one. 

Unfortunately for Packard, 
there were not that many queens 
or missionaries around. The 
company saw that pianos would 
be a more salable item and be- 
gan making them in 1893. The 
name-change followed six years 
later. 

The company became quite 
successful, hitting its high note 
in the 1920s. At its peak, the 
Packard Piano Co. employed 
more than 300 people at its 
Fairfield plant. 

Then the boom of the 1920s 
turned into the Depression of 
the 1930s, and the Packard Pi- 
ano Co. fell on hard times. The

last piano rolled out of the Pack- 
ard plant on Feb. 6, 1930. The 
Packard trademark was used by 
other manufacturers, but the-in- 
strument was never again made 
in Fort Wayne. 

Packard Piano Co. was ngte- 
worthy in that it was one of the 
first factories to institute labor 
reform. Under its “industrial 
Democracy” program, workdays 
were shortened to eight hours, 
working conditions were im- 
proved and employes were given 
better pay for fewer hours of 
work. The result was an instru- 
ment still prized by owners of a 
brand once respected nation- 
wide but based in Fort Wayne. 

The Packard Piano factory 
was torn down in the early 1930s. 
The city park department pur- 
chased the land in 1937 and to- 
day Packard Park stands where 
Fort Wayne’s most musical in- 
dustry once stood. =

Thanks to the research of Walter 
Sassmannshausen, a history teacher at 
Geyer Middle School, we have a vivid 
image of working conditions in the Pennsy 
Shops early in this century, especially in 
the blacksmith areas. There, the smoke of 
the coke and wood furnaces was so thick a 
worker could not see the man next to him. 
Everything was made there, from the bolts 
and rivets to the axles and frames for the 
locomotives; only the car wheels came from 
the nearby Bass Foundry. Work crews 
were set up under a foreman for eight-hour 
shifts. If the foreman were Irish, the crew 
would all be Irish; if he were German, his 
crew would all be German, and so on. The 
men were inclined to stick to the old meth- 
ods of production and were not always in- 
terested in new ways, as when air hammers 
were proposed to replace the three-man 
crews that traditionally worked the rivets. 

Fort Wayne no longer made locomotives 
after World War I, and much of the loco- 
motive work in the Pennsy Shops turned to 
repair and overhauling. One of the engines 
overhauled was Engine Number 7002 
which in 1905 had set the record for Ameri- 
can passenger speed at 127 miles per hour 
(between Crestline, Ohio, and Fort 
Wayne), a record which still stands today. 


Old No. 7002 was refitted in Fort Wayne 
early in the 1920s and was to be shown off 
at the grand opening of the Chicago Union 
Station on June 23, 1925, serving as the 
special train for the Pennsy Shop Band, 
which toured everywhere on the system. 
With Engineer Charlie Sommers at the 
throttle, the refurbished champion set yet 
another local record for speed on the

Thanks to the research of Walter 
Sassmannshausen, a history teacher at 
Geyer Middle School, we have a vivid 
image of working conditions in the Pennsy 
Shops early in this century, especially in 
the blacksmith areas. There, the smoke of 
the coke and wood furnaces was so thick a 
worker could not see the man next to him. 
Everything was made there, from the bolts 
and rivets to the axles and frames for the 
locomotives; only the car wheels came from 
the nearby Bass Foundry. Work crews 
were set up under a foreman for eight-hour 
shifts. If the foreman were Irish, the crew 
would all be Irish; if he were German, his 
crew would all be German, and so on. The 
men were inclined to stick to the old meth- 
ods of production and were not always in- 
terested in new ways, as when air hammers 
were proposed to replace the three-man 
crews that traditionally worked the rivets. 

Fort Wayne no longer made locomotives 
after World War I, and much of the loco- 
motive work in the Pennsy Shops turned to 
repair and overhauling. One of the engines 
overhauled was Engine Number 7002 
which in 1905 had set the record for Ameri- 
can passenger speed at 127 miles per hour 
(between Crestline, Ohio, and Fort 
Wayne), a record which still stands today. 


Old No. 7002 was refitted in Fort Wayne 
early in the 1920s and was to be shown off 
at the grand opening of the Chicago Union 
Station on June 23, 1925, serving as the 
special train for the Pennsy Shop Band, 
which toured everywhere on the system. 
With Engineer Charlie Sommers at the 
throttle, the refurbished champion set yet 
another local record for speed on the 
straight line between Fort Wayne and Chi-

cago. This was much to the discomfort of 
the band members who complained “that 
the wooden cars bounced, bucked and 
rolled so violently that (they) feared the 
roofs would peel back.” 

Besides the band, the Pennsy Shops 
boasted many other company activities. 
One of the most popular was the Pennsy 
Shops baseball club which played regularly 
at the field where today the Old Fort Sup- 
ply Co. is located, on South Anthony 
Boulevard. Sometimes, semi-professional 
teams played the Pennsy club. Each year, 
also, the company sponsored a “field day” 
at the Driving Park near State Boulevard 
and Florida Drive, where sulky racing was 
a favorite. 

After locomotive rebuilding in Fort 
Wayne was stopped in 1933, the Pennsy

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50th anniversary remindful 
of the gifts of Library Hall 


En man of proven foresight, Bishop 
Herman J. Alerding converted majestic 
Library Hall on Cathedral Square into 
‘ Central Catholic High School; that was 
67 years ago. 

His conviction was that academics 
were not enough, that) purely secular 
training failed to persuade men of their 
duties toward ‘God, their fellow men and 
. themselves. Thus, he proceeded to cor- 

relate religion and the regular high 

school study. At the time, New York’s 
juvenile delinquency was attracting na- 
tionwide attention—a remote situation 
but one in which the head of the Fort 

Wayne Catholic Diocese likely foresaw a 

growing challenge in the future. 

Not co-educational in the beginning, 
Central Catholic of Library Hall started 
off in 1909 with; an enrollment of 42 
young men. By 1914 it had been fully ac- 
credited by the State Department of 
Public Instruction. 

Brothers of the Holy Cross Order were 
selected by the/bishop to teach the regu- 
far curriculum and two secular priests 
were given the responsibility of Chris- 
tian Doctrine. | 

Library Hall was the school remem- 
bered by 24, men who shared a dinner 
program at) Club Olympia recently to 
commemoräte the 50th anniversary of 
their high school graduation. Joining the 
Class of 1925 were two of three mem- 
bers of the regular faculty who survive. 
There were 51 members of that class 
and 26 of them are still living.

The honored faculty guests were 
Brother Andrew, C.S.C., (science and 
Latin) and Brother Vitus), C.S.C. 
(English and faculty supervisor of The 


‘ Echo, a quarterly publication.) Both in 


their 80’s, they are now of St. Joseph 
College and the University of Notre 
Dame. 

Central Catholic did not become co- 
educational until it left Library Hall in 


the late 1930’s for the new high school 


complex nearby and the Brothers relin- 
quished their academic responsibilities. 
The school continued to make signifi- 
cant contributions to education until 
about five years ago when the changing 
pattern of the city affected its enroll- 
ment and its students were apportioned 
to other Catholic high schools of the 
city. In an irony of progress, the empty 
halls are being eyed as the site for a 
parking lot! 

Library Hall, an AE three-story 
structure with cathedral lines, was built 
in 1880 by Father Joseph H. Brammer, 
leader of the Cathedral Parish for many 
years and vicar general, as a library 
and parish hall for his church. It stood 
on the present site of the McDougall 
Memorial and was razed after the open- 
ing of the new high school building. For 
a time prior to its use as a high school, 
Library Hall sheltered a commercial 


„school for young women. 


The main floor of the structure was 
extensively remodeled to provide class- 
rooms and excellent facilities for lab‘ ra- 
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tury work in nahe and site as | 
well as other branches of science. There 
was space on the second floor for a 
gymnasium and. Central Catholic be- 
came respected in athletics as well as 
academics. 


After their duties ended at Library 
Hall, Brothers Vitus and Andrew spent 
40-odd years as missionaries to Bengal, 
once a province of British India which 
was divided between India and Pakis- 
tan in 1948. A third surviving member of 
the faculty of ’25 is Brother Neil, also of 
South Bend, whose health would not per- 
mit attending the function here. | 


Brothers Andrew and Vitus motored 
to the city with one of their former stu- 
dents. They preferred lowered windows 
to the car’s air-conditioning: they were 
conditioned to heat and comfortable 
with it—for them 40 degrees was ‘just 
cool.” In health and other ways they re- 
mained examples to their former stu- 
dents. Their escort learned that Brother 
Andrew, a few a days earlier, had taken 
it upon himself to help patch the roof of 
one of the college buildings. . 


Library Hall has been gone for many | 
years but its influence upon the commu- 
nity undoubtedly still persists through 
students who climbed the many steps to | 
its entrance and their descendants. — 


For those who studied. under the 
Brothers there, Library Hall remains a 
privileged memory.
